SUBJECT: Contract for Median and Triangle Maintenance 

Tt e Parks and Recreation Department is proposing executing a contract with 
a private company for mowing street medians and triangles for a 12-month 
period. If approved as recommended, the contract will cost $69,904, with 
options to extend for two additional 12-month periods, for a total cost of 
$209,712. 

The chief advantage is that it will enable staff to spend an additional 
10,000 labor hours per 12-month period on basic infrastructure maintenance. 
Quality of work at the Austin Area Garden Center and on trails, plus more 
rapid repair on defective plumbing and play equipment are anticipated. 

The area covered by the proposed contract encompasses 119 acres, and 
extends south of 15th Street to the City limit west of IH 35, and all areas 
east of IH 35. City Council awarded a similar contract with another 
private firm for the areas west of IH 35 and north of 15th Street. 

Your approval of this recommendation is requested.

This twelve (12) month service agreement is for the mowing of medians and triangles 
lncated in two (2) zones throughout the City. City of Austin Parks and Recreation 

:rtment (PARD) personnel have traditionally performed these services in 
~ .. Junction with other maintenance operations. Funding approved in the current year 
budget was targeted for the privatization of this activity in order to devote City 
personnel to further enhancements of the City Parks operations. 

Bids were solicited with a guarantee of four (4) mowing cycles per year, and a 
projection of eight (8) mowing cycles. PARD records indicate that the medians and 
triangles require mowing a minimum of four (4) times per year, an average of six (6) 
times per year, and possibly eight (8) times per year if significant amounts of rain 
are received. The recommended award will allow for payment of eight (8) cycles if 
required; however, only necessary mowing will actually be accomplished and paid for. 

Recommended awardee is the prime contractor selling directly to the City of Austin; 
therefore, there is no opportunity for subcontracting.
